TUB MOLLY MAOU1RS8. 


The execution of tho last of tho "llollio 


Mtguire" conspirators closes the record of 
the most trngio and desporato of crimes. In- 
deed, there is nothing in fiction to compare 
with Iho tab of its horrors, 
most revolting forms, treachery, brutality, 
cruelty, every bans quality of which human 
nature is capable, had full play in this ox. 
traordiuary conspiracy. Since ita exposure, 
a few years ago, eighteen of tho most guilty 
of its members have died ou tho 
Tho death of the last two, at llauou Chuuk, 
ou Tuesday, was attended with 
tional incidents which heightened the hor- 
ror of tho catastrophe. As thero is little 
doubt as to their guilt, tho public generally 
will not regret the failure of the dispatch to 
reach tho prison in time to save their necks. 
Thero are certain crimes to be treated with 
severity, and such a conspiracy ns that of 
the "Mollios" is among tho number. While 
it continued in force life nnd property were 
altogether insecure, and tho very founda- 
tions of society wore Imperilled, 
Men who 


organize for murder and rapine, who slaugh- 
ter in cold blood under tho darkness of 
night, and aro able by simply naming their 
victims to secure their death nt will, have 
no clniui for sympathy when they aro ox- 
posed nnd visited with their just deserts. It 
is not an error on tho eido of uioroy to sparo 
such men, but in favor of anarchy and 
bloodshed.

Tho first operation after receiving tho 


crude gum from tho importer is to cleanse 
it. To facilitate Ihis process, tho rubber, 
which comes in lumps resembling iu nizo 
and shape a soldier's canteen, is out into 
thin slices by means of a large circular 
knife, revolving with great speed nnd con- 
stantly wetted. Then these slices are out 
into small pieces by means of a chopper— 
a inachiuo which resembles iu its action n 
common hay-cntter—and 
afterward tho 


pieces ore reduced to minute particles iu an- 
other machine, which, at the same time, 
washes out all tho dirt and sand. 
Beside 


tho accidental admixture of foreign sub- 
stances with tho sap, tho natives are in tho 
habit of throwing iu sand and ashes to in- 
crease the weight. This grit, unless com- 
pletely removed from the gum, will show 
itself in the shoo, impairing its smooth sur- 
face j and hence much of the fiuo finish 
depends upon the caro taken at this stage. 


Tho small particles of rubber, nil clean, 


aro now shovelodj into auothor machine, 
which rolls them together into rough shoots. 
These sheets are thon taken to tho drying- 
room, where they remain 
about 
throe 


months to admit of the complete evapora- 
tion of the moisture. It is au important 
point thoroughly to eitract tho moisture of 
the gum, for if it is made up into shoos bo- 
fore it is sufficiently dry, tho watery parti- 
cles wilt expand under the heat of vulcan- 
ization and cause blisters. 


After the gum is sufficiently dry it is car- 


ried into the grinding room, nud fed inlo 
machines called grinders, 
whore, passing 


between heavy iron rolls, boated 
with 


stoaui, it is softened so as to permit of tho 
admixture of the vulcanizing material. Tho 
coll for low-priced goods has led to exten- 
sive cheapening, by which less expensive 
material than rubber is added to lessen tho 
cost. 
Coal tar, lampblack, and other cheap 


and bulky articles, are thus sometimes used. 
Tho gum is then run into long sheets be- 
tween calenders. The sheets, as delivered 
from tbe calenders, after being cut into con- 
venient lengths, are carried to tho culling 
tables nnd cut into uppers nud soles by 
means of patterns and sharp wet knives in 
tho hands of skilled workmen. Tho uppers 
and soles are now ready to bo lasted. 


Meanwhile in another department, the 


linings—whether of purplo stocking not for 
shoes, or of woolen fleecy cloth for "Arc- 
tics," or of heavy felt for boots—aro coated 
on ono side with rubber, by passing K batch 
of gum iu company with tho cloth between 
heated steel rollers in another calender, and 
otter being cut into various sizes, many 
thicknesses at once, with dies in a drop 
press, aro distributed to those who make up 
the boots and shoes. 


After affixing various strengthening pieces 


of aloth—stiffening, etc., tho rubber upper

Fire Insurance! 


FEEDING- COWS. 


. 
The subject of feeding cows for butter- 


making has often been called up of late. 
It is n matter of vital importance to all of 
us dairymen, aud it cannot be too often or 
too ardently impressed upon UH as .butter 
makers. Mountains ore composed of atoms. 
So great funds of knowledge and practical 
iuforinatioirnre derived from a multiplicity 
of modest sources. After many years' ex- 
perience I have come to the conclusion tlat 
we dairymen .have made many mistakes in 
the selection of food, not discriminating 
properly in view ef the use to be made of 
the milk. The dairyman, in bis anxiety to 
make the greatest .amount of butter from 
hia oows, has called into use articles foreign 
to.his farm, paying out his money many 
many times for that which has only been 
a damage to himself, by reducing the 'qual- 
ity of his production. 


Wheat bran, or sliorts, as it ifl familiarly 


called, has in my experience proved quite 
detrimental to the quality of the butter, 
without increasing the quantity. I am sat- 
isfied that dairymen have in the past paid 
large,amountB of money for shorts which 
'niight have boen saved and expended in pro- 
' ducing domestic feed, by which the owner 
would have realized gold instead of evil re- 
sults. .Flax-seed and cotton-seed meal, also, 
when used to .any great extent, leave an un- 
favorable result on the butter product; The 
dairyman who would make good butter in 
time of stabling, which should be consid- 
ered gilt-edged, should ignore most foreign 
substances, ami devote his energies to rais- 
ing Indian corn for meal, together with 
roots ; also a plenty of tho boat-approved 
kind of fodder corn, with good early-cut 
hay.. In this way the dairyman will soon 
become solf-suataining, which should be 
the goal of every farmer, instead of disburs- 
ing a largo part of hia income in payment 
for feeding material foreign to his farm, 
ainea he can produce bettor at home, retain- 
ing quite a margin for profit.—[Cor. Ameri- 
can Cultivator.
